Official Petrograd Report 
Claims Decisive Victory in 
Biggest Sea Fight of War. 


Today's War New» 
Gircn in Summary. 


Germany's naval losses in the re- 
cent operations in the Gulf of Riga 
and the Baltic were "one of the most 
powerful dreadnoughts of the Ger- 
man fleet," two cruisers and eight 
torpedo boats, according to the Rus- 
sian admiralty statement today. 
It 
had been previously 
announced in 
Petrograd that the big vessel sunk 
was the battle cruiser Moltke, sent 
to the bottom in the Baltic by a 
British submarine. 


The only Russian loss mentioned 
in Petrograd's account of the Gulf 
of Riga engagements was that of the 
gunboat Sivulch, sunk after an un- 
equal fight with 
a 
German cruiser 
and torpedo craft, after accounting 
for two German torpedo boats. 


A German ton)cdo. 
was sunk off Ostend Sunday night by 
two French torpedo boats, which es-: 
caped undamaged. 
Paris announced 
the British government issued an of- 
ficial denial that the steamer Duus- 
ley, which 
was 
torpedoed shortly 
before the sinking of the Arabic, 
was an armed patrol. 
She was au 
unarmed and peaceful trader, it is 
declared. 


Plans for joint military action by 
Italy, England, France and Russia 
against Turkey, 
were 
arranged in 
July and can immediately be put in- 
to effect, advices from Italy declart. 


Tokio dispatches announced that 
-Japan had decided 
to give Russia 
greater assistance in prosecuting the 
war. 
According 
to a 
Berlin news 
agency wireless message, it is offi- 
cially announced that Turkey and 
Bulgaria have concluded a treaty by 
which Bulgaria secures a railroad 
outlet to the sea and agrees to main- 
tain a benevolent neutrality "if not 
more." 


tlie Russian people is expected in Lon- 
rloii to be great, as it probably -will do 
itiKcli to allay the depression incident to 
the continued Russian retreat which has 
been arrested nowhere except in the 
northern sector from Riga to Kovno. 


British military critics regard ' the 
Raltic advance of the Germans as of 
supreme importance 
if 
the 
invaders 
lealiy contemplate marching on Petro- 
erad. 
On that account the 
Russian 
naval victory may be of large effect on 
the German plans. 


Italy's declaration of war on Turkey 
has not yet led so far as known here 
to definite results, but 
it is 
expect- 
ed to have a great effect on Rumania, 
Mhich has long been closely connected 
Italy. 


Prom the Franco-Belgian front comes 
reports of artillery duels unaccompa- 
nied by infantry activity. 


JAPAN WILL AID RUSSIA. . 


WATNE TEACHER WHO RESCUED 
CANOEISTS AT LAKE JAMES. 


Acute Alcoholism Will Be 
the Verdict of the 
Coroner. 


Decides on Greater Assistance for For* 
nier Foe, Now Ally. 


Tokio, Aug. 23.—The Kokumin Sho- 
bin say^: "Premier Okuma states that 
Japan has decided to give greater as- 
sistance to Russia to prosecute the war. 
He could not discuss details, but al- 
lowed it to be understood that his as- 
sistance would take the form of th 
forwarding of greater supplies of muni- 
tiqus. 


Tlie Associated Press learns that Ja- 
Ijan has decided to employ all available 
governmental and private resources ft>r 
increasing the output of munitions tor 
tlic allies, particularly Russia. 


J'he Japanese government believes th« 
time has come for more concerted ac- 
tioji against the enemies of Japan and 
her allies. 


London, Aug. 2.3.—The capitals of the 
entente allies are jubilant today over 
the unexpected naval victory which the 
Russians, according to their accounts, 
have won in the gulf of Riga. 
England 
had more than a sympathetic interest 
in the battle, as a British submarine 
accounted for the German battle cruiser 
Moltke, the loss of which added to the 
destruction of two cruisers, eight tor- 
pedo boats and four transports, consti- 
tutes^ the greatest naval disaster suf- 
fered by Germany during the war. 


Foi the last week both Petrograd and 
Berlin have been sending meager re- 
ports of naval operations in the gulf of 
Riga, which were interpreted to mean 
that Germany was attempting to land 
force? for the purpose of supporting the 
left flank of Field Marshal von Hinden- 
barg in his efforts to overrun the whole 
of Courland and thereby establish his 
armies along the coast route to the 
liiissian capital. 


The official Russian report claiming 
I. decisive victory 
for the 
allies 
to- 
eether with the expulsion of the surviv- 
ing units of the German naval forces 
from the gulf contains few details in ad- 
dition to an enumeration of German 
lo&sps. it is assumed that inasmuch as 
I'etrograd announced several days ago 
thai her large warships had retired 
from the gulf, the mosquito flotilla, as- 
sisted by submarines 
and 
land 
de- 
fenses, wreaked unexpected destruction 
on a part of the convoying German fleet 
Bnd the transports. 


The moral effect of this action on 


C»ne of Russia's greatest embarrass- 
ments in her conduct of the war has^ 
been a shortage of guns and ammuni- 
tion. 
Militaiy writers, while not dis- 
counting the effectiveness of the enov- 
luons Austro-German offensive move- 
ment, have stated that the extent of 
Russian reverses in the last few months 
have been due in part to inadequate 
supplies of munitions. 


GERMANS MAY RETALIATE. 


Stirred by Rumors of Ill-Treatment of 
Prisoners in Nova Scotia. 


Berlin. Aug. 23.—As a result of the 
increasingly serious reports concerning 
the treatment of German civilian pris- 
oners. interned at Amherst, Nova Scotia, 
according to which men housed in an 
iniventilated and 
unsanitary 
factory 
building had been pmiished for attempt- 
ed escape and less serious infractions of 
the rules by confinement in a brick oven 
the German authorities are now contem- 
plating retaliatory 
measures 
against 
Canadians imprisoned 
here. 
Approxi- 
mately 700 Germans are interned at 
Amherst. 


SIGN UP A NEW TREATY. 


Turkey and 
Bulgaria 
Reach Under- 
standing on War. 


Berlin, Aug. 23-.—The Overseas News 
agency today gave out the following: 


"Official reports from Sofia and Con- 
stantinople state that Turkey and Buy- 
garia have signcn a new treaty, Tur- 
key granting Bulgaria her desired di- 
rect railroad connection with the sea 
and 
Bulgaria 
agreeing to observe a 
benevolent neutrality if not more."

Above 
all in this connection they should be 
taiight that the supreme authority in 
this country is the law and that the 
first duty of American citizen is abe- 
dience to' that law though it may seem 
an unwise or objectionable 
law, the 
remedy in the latter case being through 
constitutional methods to 
modify or 
change the law, but that in all coses 
the first duty of American citizenship 
is obedience to the law as written."

Government Loans Them to 
G-rand Encampment of 
the G. A. R. 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 23.—For the 
first time in the nation's history Uncle 
Sam has consented to teniporary relin- 
quish control of one of his greatest 
treasures—the Washington collection of 
historic flags of the republic. Many at- 
tempts have been made to borrow the 
army and navy flag collection for ex- 
hibition at patriotic gatherings, but it 
remained for the veterans in charge of 
the forty-ninth annual encampment and 
rftieth anniversary of the grand re- 
view of the G. A. R., which will be held 
in this city September 27-October 2, to 
be the first to receive this privilege. 


As famous flag collections 
go the 
American exhibit is not extraordinarily 
large, but Uncle Sam demonstrates his 
love and pride by placing a cash valu- 
ation of $1.5,000 on the collection. Sev- 
eral of the more famous of the battle 
flogs, threadbare and torn by the eon- 
ficts of 1776, 1812, 1861, are estimated 
to be worth $1,000 each. 


j'he citizens' committee in charge of 
the encampment will place the flags on 
(xhibition under military 
and police 
guard in a store room on Pennsylvania 
avenue and will lend the flags for the 
¡nirposes of display to all responsible 
citizens of Washington, who will in 
tarn deposit bond equal to the valua- 
tion to the flag selected.

South i Pasadena,

Strewing flowers on the waves on Me- 
morial day—the beautiful naval me- 
morial custom in tribute to those who 
died on the waters during the civil war 
—Avas originated by Mrs. Armitage S. 
C. Forbes, of South Pasadena, Cal. 


The thought which had come to her 
found its way to others when she sent 
cards to all the school teachers of Cali- 
fornia who lived beside the waters of 
the state, to join with her in remem- 
bering the dead of the civil war who 
had '"gone down in ships" to their last 
sleep. She sent these messengers May 
18, IDOO, and there was a ready response 
not only from the school teachers, but 
from those in higher oflices in state 
and nation. 


Indorsements came from the presi- 
dent of the United States 
and- from 
those of high rank in the navy, as well 
as from citizens who had heard of the 
proposition to honor the dead of the 
Avaters. 


At that time Jtrs. Forbes was not a 
niember of anj' patriotic organization, 
but she had long thought that some 
method should be devised whereby the 
sailors and others who were upon the 
great waters when their lives went out 
f-hould have a memorial 
service.

Veterans issued a

As Mr. Bryan States the Case 


It has never been a shock to Mr. Bryan to discover that a good 
Ittany thousands of American people do not agree with him in the 
views he has from time to time expressed as to national duty. He 
doubtless fully expects that sort of thing, but it must be admitted 
that with a great deal of violent opposition there has come, also, ad- 
mittedly, strong support from no inconsiderable portion of the Amer- 
ican people. 
Without present official connection with the govern- 
ment the former secretary of state feels free to discuss as a private 
citizen the questions that are constantly arising, and to. do so with- 
out embarassing those in authority who may not be in accord with 
the Bryan view. It will be agreed, also, that whether you condemn 
it or approve it, the Bryan opinion is always of interest and general- 
ly rather important. 


The newest case in point is that contained in a signed statement 
which the former secretary of state has just given out regarding the 
sinking of the Arabic by a German submarine. 
Discussing the 
American editorial attitude in the case, Mr. Bryan believes the news- 
papers are avoiding the most important question. 
"The real ques- 
tion," says Mr. Bryan, " i s not whether American citizens have, un- 
der international law, a right to travel through the danger zone on 
the ships of belligerent nations. 
That is admitted. 
The question 
just now is whether an American citizen should put his convenience 
or even his rights above his nation's welfare. If American citizens 
refuse to consider their own safety or the safety of a nation, then a 
second question arises, namely, whether the government should per- 
iriit a few persons to drag the country into this unparalleled war." 


This sort of view will not be popular with the pugnaciotis indi- 
vidual who, with hat atilt and with clenched fists swinging menac- 
ingly is steadily seeking an opportunity to enforce his "rights." It 
yill not be subscribed to by the man who is willing to crowd a bit 
In demanding the widest latitude of privilege even at the risk of per- 
sonal danger rather than to seek a more diplomatic occasion for the 
Essertion of his dignity and the rights to which he may be clearly 
entitled. The point raised by Mr. Bryan—^whether, as a matter of 
fact, the government is not entitled to the same consideration fj'om 
the individual that the latter exacts from the government—^is one 
which all may ponder without harm. It is no sajcrific of American 
spirit to consider, as Mr. Bryan recommends, "the thousands or pos- 
sibly the hundreds of thousands who would be saxsrificed by war. 
These brave men are certainly entitled to consideration as well as 
tli9 few who by deliverately incurring unnecessary risks luring harm 
upon themselves and danger to their county." 
Is it not,.indeed, a 
patriotic duty to do it? 


The new Indiana primary law is on its way to a test in the su- 
preme court, following the suit recently filed at Vineennps, but meap- 
while the democratic state cpmmittee has issued instructions that 
district organizations observe regulations of the new law in forming 
county organizations and in every way conform to the primary law 
requirements. 
It is doubtless realized tha.t an order to "unscram- 
ble" could be very quickly carried out in event the law is overturned 
by the courts, but with the ever-present chance that the law might be 
sustained, the committee has simply adopted the now rather popular 
program of preparedness. 
It doesn't purpose being caught un- 
awares, but rather is determined to be prepared for eventualities. 


Mayor Batchelor, of Marion, has just declared the ordinance re- 
cently passed ,by that city to regulate the jitneys invalid, and has 
revoked his orders to the police for its enforcement. Next to fram- 
ing a tariff law that will be universally satisfactory, it is becoming 
apparent that the most difficult legislative task now confronting the 
country is the construction of a jitney ordinance that will 
finally 
hold water when it is completed.

USE OF GAS IN WAR. 


(Ivondon Dispatch to New York Sun.) 


Ever since the beginning of the war 
one has heard from time to time of the 
fiimous plan of the first earl of Dun- 
lonald for the destruction of any army 
against which England might be light- 
ing. 


Lord Dundonald invented it when he 
was Admiral Lord Cochrane and he 
iiaranteed with its aid to overcome 
any enemy against whom he was sent, 
it ii now a full hundred years ago since 
this famous invention 
was put in a 
pi^eimliolo, and during all that time it 
has roincirned one of the secre^t docu- 
nu'nts of tiie state. 
It was rejected in 
the first place as being outside civilized 
\iarfarc. 
Twice government 
commit- 
tees are said to have examined the plan 
during the first half of the nineteenth 
century, only to put it back into its 
pi^jeonhole again as being too cruel. 


At the beginning of this 
war Lord 
lJi;!Klonald'8 plan was talked of again. 
iiTothing, however, 
was heard 
as to 
what it was until the day before yes- 
terday, when Professor V. B. Lewes in 
lecture to the Society of Arts gave 
a description of it, which shows that 
; was nothing more or less than the 
ermaii 
plan of 
using 
asphyxiating 
gases. 
Dundonald's 
prescription was: 
1 ires fed with tar and pitch to give 
dense columns of smoke which would 
L't as a screen for the attack; sulphur 
urned on the fires to generate sulphur 
dioxide gas, which Avould produce as- 
phyxiating fumes and aid the attack." 


Tlie professor added that the 
idea 
was revived in the early stages of the 
]irefent war, but the government re- 
fused to consider it. 


Talking after the lecture, 
Professor 
Lewes said that the details of the plan 
had never been made public with the 
exception of a reference to them in the 
memoirs of a cabinet minister publish- 
ed soon after the war began. 


The inhalation of a very small pro- 
})ortion of this gas," says the profes- 
sor. "causes coughing and spittinsr of 
blood, and four volumes in ten thou- 
fcanti of air render it unbreathable. If 
the sufTerer escapes 
from 
the 
zone 
witliin a reasonable period the effects 
of this gas pass off, but the German 
method is more inhuman, as they em- 
ploy chlorine gas, which, if it does not 
ill the men, leaves 
them 
in 
most 
frightful agony and injures the lungs 
fci" life. 
Dundonald 
merely 
proposed 
to use snlphur fumes to make the en- 
my bolt; the Germans use their, gases 
to aephy-viate." 


The professor does not advocate re 
tiiliation "With gas, as the whole es 
sence of the gas attack is surprise. The 
chief gases the Germans are using are 
chlorine, bromine, nitrogen, 
tetroxide 
and sulphur dioxide. 
All these can be 
neutralized 
quite 
simply—respirators 
and a bjicket of washing soda solution 
in the trenches to dip them in are 
simple and efficacious reniedj'. 


According to Professor Lewes these 
gas attacks do not worry the British 
troops so much now, as they are pre- 
pared for them. 
Tlic respirators and 
lielnicts have proved perfectly satisfac 
toiy and there are many problems con 
nected with the density of the gases in 
leiation with the air as well as 
wind 
cairents which make the successful use 
of 
poisonous vapors by no means 
simple problem. 


LEO FRANK'S FATE. 


(Kew York Tribune.) 


The threat to lynch Leo Frank was 
made 
two weeks ago. Less 
than 
month ago a fellow convict made an 
eifort, very nearly successful, to wreak 
on him the vengeance which the au 
thorities must have known dogged the 
man's footsteps like his shadow. But 
instead of taking every precaution 
to 
preserve his life and with it the honor 
of the state of Ge<irgia, it seems ap- 
)>arent, from the reports at hand, that 
the responsible officials through 
their 
I-alpably ina<lequato protection of him, 
amounting to passive collusion in the 
crime, invited the ghastly insult which 
his murder constitutes to the sovereign- 
ty of their state. 


The people of Georgia charged Frank 
with a hideous crime, gave him a trial 
and condemned him to death. But the 
people of Georgia support a constitu- 
tion which permits their governor to 
commute the sentence of a condemned 
man. 
Governor Slaton 
exercised his 
constitutional prerogative' in 
sparing 
Frank's life. It then became the sacred 
duty of every public servant 
in the 
state, of every one of her citizens, what- 
ever his convictions 
concerning 
this 
particular exercise of executive 
clem- 
ency, to abide by the decision. But 
with extraordinary ease and dispatch 
a group of them have utterly 
flout- 
ed it. 


Hew deeply the poison of this , mob 
spirit extends into the body politic may 
be gauged by the sincerity of the ef- 
forts that are put forth in running down 
and capturing the lynchers and in rid- 
ding the state prison system of men

The tennis player who goes through five 
sets gets more action than any Individual 
ball player, with the possible exception of 
a pitcher. 


Just a short time ago in a to"urna- 
ment at Kansas City a tennis match was 
called before being finished because the 
players were exhausted. 
The contestants 
had battled two and a half hours without 
reaching a decision. 


The average ball game lasts two hours 
and five minutes, and even the pitchers, 
who ai:e the most active, get a chance 
to 
rest 
between 
turns on 
the 
mound, 
while the tennis player Is on the go and 
under a severe strain straight through, 
with no chance for a breathing spell. 


The argument has been made that the 
15-minute rest period before a final set 
In a tennis match will rob the' game of 
the element of ability to "stick" under 
pressure. (Ability to stick it out should 
be> a part of any physical 
test. 


However, the rule Is welcomed by play- 
ers, even those who have shown they can 
stand the gaff of a long, gruelling pace.

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The Militant Suffrage Leaders Of Great Britain Are 
Now Proving Their Worth By Stepping Into the Shoes 
Of the Men Who Are Fighting the Battle Of Nations 


England has won a great battle. 
No, it has not defeated 
Austro- 
iJerman forces, but it has obtained 
from Mrs. Pankhurst, 
that valiant 
suffragist, and her cohorts, an ar- 
mistice that will last until the war 
Ib over. 


No more burning of homes and 
buildings, no more window smash- 
Ings, no more forcible feedings, no 
more riots and no more attacks on 
poor Lloyd-George are slated on the 
Buffragette program until after the 
«?ar when Mrs. Pankhurst will bid 
her government be on its guard and 
will renew her militant fight for the 
ballot. 


Mrs. Pankhurst and some of her 
principal generals and lieutenants 
have turned their militant minds to 
compelling the able-bodied youth of 
England to go to the front for tbeir 
country. 
She Is hunting out the 
Bhirkers with just as much animus 
ts when she hunted out Lloyd- 
Eteorge and members of Parliament 
either to attack them physically or 
to subject them to severe denuncia- 
tion. 
CHANGE ITS 
TACTICS. 


Recently she led a great parade 
through London to demonstrate to 
the government that her Sjex had a 
great deal to say in war. And so 
they have. 
They have practically 
bartered their demands for the bal- 
lot to take places in the Industrial 
RTorld. 


And so the war is to have a far- 
reacbing effect on womanhood. The 
European woman can never be the 
same again. 
For good or for evil 
•he bas taken a place in the national 
•conomjr of each of the countries 
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concerned and it is impossible to im- 
agine her slipping back to her posi- 
tion as of old. 


Great Britain not being a con- 
script country these remarks are not 
so true of her as of othei's of the 
belligerents. The wisdom of the suf- 
fragettes in ceasing their war upon 
society and 
making the 
most of 
their opportunities of service is be- 
coming apparent, and as might be 
expected they are clamoring for still 
further opportunities. 


Mrs. Pankhurst was complaining 
but recently that the government did 
not make the most of the women's 
offers. She pointed out that in Ger- 
many 500,000 women were engaged 
in making munitions, whereas of the 
70,000 who had offered their serv- 
ices to the British government, only 
a paltry 2,000 had been employed in 
any capacity whatsoever. 
That is 
the measure of difference between 
England and the continent in this 
respect. 


Still, even in England, the men 
who have gone to the front have left 
behind them places that require to 
be filled and this has given the wom- 
en some opportunity. On the other 
hand, it almost seems as though 
they were the last people to be 
thought of when there is important 
work which must be done. This 
may be put down to characteristic 
British conservatism, which still re- 
fuses to take the new woman seri- 
ously. In tl^e country districts this 
is especially the iQase. 
COMPARED WITH 
COliTIirElïT. 


When we look to the Continent we 
•6« at onoe that the development 
bere in a mere ahadow compared to 


what has taken place there, and a 
glance across the water may enable 
us to form some idea of what will 
happen in Britain should conscrip- 
tion be adopted. This latter step, by 
the way, is not unlikely, although it 
will be resisted to the last, mainly 
because it is considered to be against 
British traditions. 


A conscript nation at war is prac- 
tically a manless nation. 
To take 
an extreme case, Servia has prac- 
tically not a man absent from the 
army who 
is capable 
of bearing 
arms. Travelers from that country 
declare that the women till the soil 
and do everything about the farms; 
and in the cities everything that is 
not done by them is left undone. 
There are 
a few absolutely indis- 
pensable officials, and a number of 
old men, forming ttte only male ele- 
ment in a world of women. These 
old men, pathetically determined to 
do their part, may be seen carrying 
water, running errands and doing 
all kinds of little odds and ends. 
Only the absolutely essential work 
is done, such as farming and looking 
after the home. Industry is at a 
standstill. 
The hotels are mostly 
closed and travelers have to shift as 
best they cdn. Of course Servia is 
a special case. Never a rich coun- 
try, she has been devastated by 
three wars in succession, and she 
has come as near as possible to the 
Kaiser's picture of a nation which 
has armed every cat and dog. 


Germany is probably the best ex- 
ample of a conscript country at war, 
and here the effect on the women 
probably will be greatest 
She !• 
not so bard put to |t a« Servia, and 
is able to dlscrinainate amongst ber 


male population, sending to the 
front those likely to be most eftec- 
tive there, and excusing those v/ith 
special skill in the making of equip- 
ment, a process which goes on in a 
much more haphazard and less ef- 
fective way in England. 
WOMEN IN 
GERMANY. 


Scarcely anywhere in the world 
were white women more wedded to 
the idea that the home was woman's 
sphere than in Germany previous to 
the war. 
"Home, Children 
and 
Church," was the holy trinity Vhlch 
they worshiped. But now they have 
been told that it is their duty to play 
their part in the war no less than 
the men. This Is a great source of 
national inspiration. 
The ^young 
soldier knows that a large part of 
his equipment is made by German 
women, perhaps by his own sweet- 
heart. 
The following figures show 
how true this is: 15 per cent of those 
employed in making harness, and in 
other leather goods for the army, 
are women. The number of women 
making tents, haversacks and other 
canvas equipment is 50 per cent. 
Women form 33 per cent of those 
engaged In farming and rural pur- 
suits. In the making of surgical in- 
struments the percentage is 15, and 
in the making of field glasses it is 
20. There are 75 per cent of wom-' 
en in the factories employed exclu- 
sively In making preserved food for 
the army, and the same proportion 
in the textile factories turning out 
uniforms. 
Even in the manufac- 
ture 6t tobacco, which has played a • 
large part in the war, there, la 70 
per cent of female labor. It woul^ 


have taken a very great many years 
of agitation by those who believe in 
opening up industry to women to 
have arrived at anything like such 
results. 


In this department as in many an- 
other the war has hurried the na- 
tions on willy-nilly into doing things 
which at , other times was scarcely 
thinkable. 
Indeed, it may not un- 
fairly be claimed that the war has 
driven them many leagues towards 
something In the natui-e of' social- 
ism, and it is certain they will nev- 
er be able entirely to undo what has 
been done. How far this socialism 
may be regarded as the genuine ar- 
ticle of the labor propagimdists is a 
matter of dispute amongst laboring 
men themselvesi but they will cer- 
tainly try their hardest to turn it to 
their own-uses. .

ploy. 
Pray's story of his going to Cer- 
inany and his weird and wonderful work 
there follows in part: 


"V»"ith Mr. Fultz giving us the best 
of everything, the seven of us started 
í•^yav from New York, 
November 
2, 
1913', on the Kaiser Wilhelm. 
W e did 
not dream then that our bills were be- 
ing paid by the German government. 


"From Bremen, where we landed, vv'e 
went to Hanover and Berlin, stopping 
tv.o days in each city—with our Mr. 
i<"ult7 spending money on ua like water 
all the time. 
By the time wo got to 
Zossen, on November 
16, we had de- 
cided the German way of giving .em- 
ployment was just abotit the sweetest 
thing in the world. 
Only one 
little 
cloud appeared on ,the horizon at the 
start. 
That was our enforced visit to 
the 
police 
station the day after our 
arrival. 
They made me fill out a blank 
de.-cribing 
myself 
in 
minute 
detail. 
They photographed me and they meas- 
ured me. 
They even took my thumb 
prints and they did just the same with 
the other six Americans. 
I know now 
what their gqjne was. 


His Passport to a Spy. 


"^yhatevcr German spy now has my 
birth certificate and passport 
fits 
my 
description and ray photograph and my 
measurements almost as well as I do 
P'yaelf. 
His thumb prints, even, 
arc 
Kcnrly enough like mine for him to get 
away with iifc, and there-, you have part 
of the whole scheme. 


"Fultz's model machine 
works 
were 
model in every sense of the w^ord. The 
i'inployes were high grade. 
Everybody 
Avas well 
paid. 
Everybody 
was 
con- 
tented. 
Five of our little crowd had 
had enough* however, in six months and 
started back to America. " Besides my- 
self, J. F. Wyman, of New York, was 
the only one to stay on in tiermany. 
Fultz offered the others twenty marks 
a day to stay on, but even that could 
not hold them. 
And $4 in Zossen was 
equal to $8 in New York. 


"Fultz told \Vyman and myself, early 
in April, ho wanted us to go to Wus- 
tcrnhaussen—to 
another 
one 
of 
his 
tnouel machine works. 
When we 
got 
(here wo found our work was to ex- 
periment with armored cars, motor lor- 
iiGS of 1,000 kilos and upwards. 
Some 
(ierman ha<l worked out a new theory 
regarding light 
armament 
practicabie 
for motor ears, and we were to test it. 
The scheme was to use plates of har- 
vfyized steel on the outside, thin boiler 
iron on the inside—and in between the 
two 
pulverized 
glass, 
i 
have 
found 
out since that the results of our origi- 
nal tests have been amply proved in 
actual 
service. 
The 
pulverized 
glass 
stop.«! any kind of steel jacket projec- 
tile as eifectively as three times 
tlie 
thickness of any other material would. 
Introduced to Liquid Fire. 
"Wyman and I went next to Witteai- 
berg. late in May, 1914, where we found 
another model machine works of which 
Fultz seemed to be owner. 
Of course, 
every one of tiiese 
factories was and 
is government owned, but I doubt if 
even the townspeople in these various 
?>l!iees had an idea of the truth. 
It was 
in Wittenberg that I got ray first in- 
troduction to liquid flre, 


"Fultz came along one day and ask- 
ed me if 1 knew anything about therm- 
ite. 
1 told him I did. 
Wo use it in 
America 
in a welding process 
where 
great heat is required. 
He asked mo 
if 1 could make thermite, and I told 
him I could--if I had some willow char-

These 
were forthcoming, and it was up to uio. 
After 1 made a quantity of thermite, 
my next job was to make a canister to 
hold it. 


"All unconsciously T was making 
a 
devilish oontraption that a few months 
later was to be used by German air- 
r.ien in Zeppelins in their raids on the 
iinglish coast. The same thing T made 
there in Wittenberg was quickly repro- 
duced by the hundreds and put aboard 
Zeppelins 
for 
dropping on 
unfortified 
I'iiglish towns. 
And thermite gets heat 
to make a thermometer stagger. That 
i»hjeh I made I'egi^tercd between 4,800 
and 5,200 degrees Fahrenheit. 


In the Krupp Plant. 


"Later I saw them tiring a slightly 
diil'erent cannister that was put inside 
a three-inch 
shell and shot out of a 
gun. 
The havoc this liquid fire caused 
OH the testing grounds was plentv to 
tonvince anyone of its hellish character. 
And this, remember, was in May, three 
mouths before war was declared. 


"After 
a 
week's 
vacation, 
which 
I 
had the end of Jime, I found myself on 
tijo way to the Krupp factory, at Es- 
sen. 
And at the same time I discov- 
ered that Mr. Fultz was not Mr. Fultji: 
at all—but Graf von 
Schnellmann 
of 
the German secret service. 


"At Krupp« I went to Avork on a port- 
able grinding plant. It was an elabo- 
rate scheme, all the derails of 
which 
w-ere shown me by one of the Krupp de- 
signers. aiy part of the job was to in- 
stall the plant onto a lorry and con- 
nect- it with a motor. 
At first I had 
no idea what this grinding plant 
was 
intended for. 
All I knew was that it 
was to be shipped to 
Constantinople 
for use by the Turkish government. 


A Portable Powder Factory. 


"When I stop to think that this was 
in the 
first 
week of ..Tulj', 1914. and 
learned 
that 
the 
British 
and 
French 
actually hoped to force the Dardanelles 
by surprise, really six months 
later— 
well, let's see. 


"Little by 
little I learned that 
the 
grinding plant was to reduce raw cot- 
ton to pulp. But it was not until I had 
t:ni?hed my 
part of 
the 
work 
and 
started on the next operation that 
I 
found out what the cotton pulp was to 
be used for. This next job was to in- 
stall an agitator on another motor lorry 
and again get a transmission of power 
from the engine to. operate it. 
This 
agitator I discovered, was to receive the 
cotton after it had passed throni?h the 
grinding plant. In the agitator the cot- 
ton was to be mixed Avith sulphuric and 
nitric acids—and I remembered tiie old 
gunpowder formula and 'tumbled.' 


"By the time T started on the third 
lori i , on which 1 had to install a corn- 
uig mill, a machine that was to shape

''From Essen I returned to Zossen, 
where for the next three months, until 
October.

Washington, Aug. 23.—That Germany 
Avants Avar with the United States is 
th( only interpretation which can pos- 
sibly be placed on the torpedoing of the 
Arabic. 


By all the precedents of diplomacy 
the Arabic affair is an answer to Presi- 
dent Wilson's ultimatum and the next 
f>top, according to diplomatic precedent, 
would be war. 


But 
diplomatic 
precedents are not 
the only things to be regarded in the 
present situation. In the United States 
tlu- president does not declare war. The 
constitution provides that the people be 
coiisiilted. ^ War can be made only by 
iin act of congress. 
Section 7 Article 2 
provides that "Congress shall have pow- 
er to declare war, 
grant 
letters of 
marque and 
reprisal and make 
rules 
foneprning capture on land and water." 
Will Not Result in War. 


A president can go far toward get- 
ting the country into war. as was seen 
in tlu' A^era Ctuz affair. But even aft- 
er the navy had landed a party and 
taken A'era Cruz the question of war 
or peace with Mexico was still up to 
congress. 


11 is the writer's judgment that the 
sinking of the Arabic, with or without 
lof-H <if American Jives^. will not result 
in war with tiermany. f t is the writ- 
er's judgment, based on an intimate in- 
ijiiiry into all soiu'ces of information, 
tiiai 
i'resident 
Wilson never 
intended 
his final note to Germany to be an ulti- 
ntntum. 
That ho intended (icrmany to 
reparcl it as such is freely admitted. 
T'lal it was so regarded is not doubt- 
ed ; l)ut back of the seemingly 
final 
Words was the president's 
knowledge 
that only an overwhelming public senti- 
liicnt in favor of war will cause con- 
gross to enact the fatal resolutions. 


Three Alternatives, 


There arc three alternatives short of 
•Avar: ^ 


1—Tliat 
Germany Avill disavoAv the 
;ict and offer reparation—an 
alterna- 
liv(> not to be expected. 


'.' 
The formal severance of diplomatic 
relations with the German government 
—a course for a long time 
seriously 
contemplated i)y President Wilson. 


.'! Refusal by congress to regard the 
ficrman course in the Lusitania and 
Aral)ii' affairs as sufficient provocation 
for Avar. 


Nothing will be done hastily. The 
administration is strongly 
committed 
to deliberation. 
There Avill he delay— 
time taken In get all the facts of the 
latest cause of offense, and all the poa- 
bil.le 
explanation.«?. 
This 
Avill 
serve 
aUo to enable the president to get a 
better idea of public sentiment, and in 
a measure to be guided by it. If con- 


gress is to be called in extra session it 
will be in response to a public senti- 
ment demanding action. 


No Gain and Much to Lose. 


There are reasons why the secretary 
of state will not favor a discontinuance 
of diplomatic relations as a rebuke t o 
Germany. 
From a diplomatic point of 
vieAv there would be no gain and much 
might be lost by such a course. The 
moral effect of such a course would be 
negligible. I t would be like refusing to 
hold further conversation Avith a ruf- 
lian who had punched one's head, "While 
it Avould be a great satisfaction to hand 
his passports to A'on Bernstorff and his 
Boy-Ed and von Papen, the severance 
of diplomatic relations would place the 
United States a t a great disadvantage 
in many ways. 
Brand Whitlock would 
have to leave Belgium; Ave would cease 
to be the channel of communication be- 
tween Germany and England and the 
other allies. 
Difficulties would be add- 
ed to the handling of commerce 
Avith 
:jeutral countries, 
and our commerce 
Avith Germany Avould be a t an end. Fi- 
nally it would be left to Germany to 
I)laee her oAvn interpretation on this 
cr any other act and to elect her oA\'n 
time, place and manner for starting Avar 
on the United 
States. 


Congress Would Not Declare War« 
If congi-ess Avere in session there is 
rea.son to doubt wheth,er 
that 
body 
Avould vote to declare 
Avar. 
Public 
opinion has been groAving in favor of 
casting aside the comparatiA'ely incon- 
sequential theoretical rights Avhich ex- 
ist under the precedents of internation- 
al laAv—the right of an American citi- 
zen, for instance, to travel on a neu- 
tial ship in a Avar zone and the right 
of commerce in non-contraband to con- 
tinue. 
WTiile admitting that these are 
all rights there is a growing 
feeling 
that they are not rights so precious that 
they ought to be defended at the cost 
of plunging this republic into a Avorld 
Avar. 
The man in the street is saying: 
"Ijet Americans stay at home or travel 
at their own risk. 
We can't afford to 
pi'V for their lives Avith thousands of 
innocent lives and millions of treasure. 
The European Avorld has gone 
mad. 
There is no longer any^ such thing as 
international 
laAv. 
A 'technical 
legal 
light is nothing compared 
Avith the 
blessing of peace, and 
this 
country 
ought t o cling to this blessing until the 
enemy makes us fight a defensive fight. 
Tiien Ave Avill all fight and do it Avith 
]'leasure." 


This is undoubtedly a growing senti- 
nient today. 
The nation is probably 
not for Avar—for mixing in the Euro- 
pean war—and if Avar comes it must be 
as a result of proA-ocation more con- 
clusive than Avhat has taken place.

That Number of Undersea 
Boats for Uncle Sam 
Could Defy World. 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 23.—"With- 
out a greatly increased number of sub- 
marines for our navy the present move- 
ment for military preparedness in this 
country Avill appear to the other na- 
lions of the world as ineffective and 
absurd," according to a statement to 
day of the National Defense league. 


This, in brief, is the substance of the 
information Avhich will be given Presi 
dent Wilson Avithin the next feAv days 
in connection Avith his effort to ascer- 
tain all things needed to put this coun- 
try in a state of better preparedness 
lor Avar. 
Primarily, the demand for a 
big increase in submarines comes from 
* the navy officers and naval experts, but 
it is significant that this request is 
backed up by army officers of high rank. 
Particularly among the coast artillery 
and the coast fortification experts is 
there a strong demand for submarines. 
Army and Navy Joined. 


The explanation of this lies in the 
fact that there are at various 
points 
on the shores of the Ignited States por- 
tions of the sea Avhich can be protect- 
ed only by submarines. 
This is be- 
cause forti'fications are not built so 
that 'the guns may sweep these Avatgrs, 
and the currents are so swift and un- 
governable that mines cannot be placed 
in them Avith any hope of definite re- 
sults. 


There has come about, therefore, the 
unusual spectacle of a group of army 
oHicers joining navy officers in the de- 
luand for better submarine protection. 
That this Avill have a profound cffect 
on the president in the preparation of 
his recommendations to congress in be- 
half of greater preparedness is accepted 
as fertain i)i Washington. 


Building Boats in Canada. 


A big American submarine building 
company, according to reports received 
here todaj', is operating in Canada so 
iruceessfully that, as soon as the sub- 
marines are completed for the allies, 
they are put into the water and sent 
across the Atlantic 
under their 
own 
poAver Avith full Avar equipment and 
ready to meet the enem^y. 
The build- 
ing in Canada, Avhich Is devoted to as- 
sembling boats of the Holland type, is 
made necessary because of the interna- 
tional law against building them in the 
United States and then sending them 
to the allies. 


A submarine costs about half a mil- 
lion dfdiare. 
Three hundre<J submarines 
flying the Stars and Stripes Avould cost 
ies« than a Aveek of actual Avar, the au- 
thorities estimate, and since a subma- 
rine can destroy any battleship 
that 
f'liats, a flotilla of 300 of the undersea 
craft would be an inifailing insurance

As Mr. Bryan States the Case 


It has never been a shock to Mr. Bryan to discover that a {rood 


many thousands of American people do not agree with him in the 
views he has from time to time expressed as to national duty. lie 
doubtless fully expects that sort of thing, but it must be admitted 
that with a great deal of violent opposition there has come, also, ad- 
mittedly, strong support from no inconsiderable portion of the Amer- 
ican people. Without present official connection with the govern- 
ment the former secretary of state feels free to discuss as u private 
citizen the questions that are constantly arising, and to do so with- 
out emkirassing those in authority who may not be in accord with 
the Bryan view. It will be agreed, also, that whether you condemn 
it or approve it, the Bryan opinion is always of interest and general- 


ly rather important. 


The newest case iu point is that contained in :i signed statement 


which the former secretary of state bus just given out regarding the 
sinking of the Arabic by a (iermau submarine.

The Militant Suffrage Leaders Of Great Britain Are 
Now Proving Their Worth By Stepping Into the Shoes 
Of the Men Who Are Fighting the Battle Of Nations 


England has won a great battle. 
No. it has not defeated 
Austro- 


Berman forces, but it has obtained 
from Mrs. Pankhurst, that valiant 
suffragist, and her cohorts, an ar- 
mistice that will last until the war 
s over. 


No more burning of homes and 


buildings, no more window smash- 
Ings, no more forcible feedings, no 
more riots and no more attacks on 
poor Lloyd-George are slated on the 
tuffragette program until after the 
war when Mrs. Pankhurst will bid 
her government be on its guard and 
will renew her militant fight for the 
ballot. 


Mrs. Pankhurst and some of her 


principal generals and lieutenants 
have turned their militant minds to 
compelling the able-bodied youth of 
England to go to the front for tbeir 
country. 
She is hunting out the 


shirkers with just as much animus, 
as when she hunted out Lloyd- 
Beorgc and members of Parliament 
either to attack them physically or 
to subject them to severe denuncia- 
tion. 
CHANGE IN 
TACTICS. 
Recently she led a great parade 


through London to demonstrate to 
the government that her sex had a 
great deal to say in war. 
And so 


they have. 
They have practically 


bartered-their demands for the bal- 
lot to take places in the industrial 
world. 
And so the war is to have a far- 


reaching effect on womanhood. The 
European woman can never be the 
same again. 
For good or for evil 


she has taken a place in the national 
economy of each of the countries 


concerned and it is impossible to im- 
agine her slipping back to her posi- 
tion as of old. 
Great Britain not being a con- 


script country these remarks are not 
so true of her as of others of the 
belligerents. The wisdom of the suf- 
fragettes in ceasing their war upon 
society and making the 
most of 


their opportunities of service is be- 
coming apparent, and as might be 
expected they are clamoring for still 
further opportunities. 


Mrs. Pankhurst. was complaining 


but recently that the government did 
not make the most of the women's 
offers. She pointed out that in Ger- 
many 500,000 women were engaged 
in making munitions, whereas of the 
70,000 who had offered their serv- 
ices to the British government, only 
a paltry 2,000 had been employed in 
any capacity whatsoever. 
That is 


the measure of difference 
between 


England and the continent in this 
respect. 
Still, even in England, the men 


who have gone to the front have left 
behind them places that require to 
be filled and this has given the wom- 
en some opportunity. On the other 
hand, it almost 
seems as though 


they were the last people to be 
thought of when there is important 
work which must be done. This 
may be put down to characteristic 
British conservatism, which attll re- 
fuses to take the new woman seri- 
ously. In the country districts this 


* is especially the case. 


COMPARED WITH 
CONTINENT. 
When we look to the Continent wo 


see at once that the development 
here is a mere shadow compared to 


what has taken place there, and a 
glance across the water may enable 
us to form some idea of what will 
happen in Britain should conscrip- 
tion he adopted. This latter step, by 
the way, is not unlikely, although it 
will be resisted to the last, mainly 
because it is considered to be against 
British traditions. 


A conscript nation at war is prac- 


tically a manloss nation. To take- 
an extreme case, Scrvia has prac- 
tically not a man absent from the 
army who is capable 
of bearing 


arms. Travelers from that country 
declare that the women till the soil 
and do everything about the farms; 
and in the cities everything that is 
not done by them is left undone. 
There arc a few absolutely indis- 
pensable officials, and a number of 
old men, forming the only male ele- 
ment in a world of women. These 
old men, pathetically determined to 
do their part, may be seen carrying 
water, running errands and doing 
all kinds of little odds and ends. 
Only the absolutely essential work 
is done, such as farming and looking 
after the home. Industry is at a 
standstill. 
The hotels are mostly 


closed and travelers have to shifl as 
best they can. Of course Servia is 
a special case. Never a rich coun- 
try, she has been devastated by 
three wars in succession, and she 
has come as nea'r as possible to the 
Kaiser's picture of a nation which 
has armed every cat and dog. 


Germany is probably the best ex- 


ample of a conscript country at war, 
and here the effect on the women 
probably will be greatest. She is 
not so hard put to it as Servia, and 
is able to discriminate amongst her 


male population, sending to the 
front those likely to bo moat ellcc- 
tive there, and excusing those v.-ith 
special skill in the making of equip- 
ment, a process which goes on in a 
much more haphazard and loss ef- 
fective way in England, 


WOMEN IN 
GERMANY. 


Scarcely anywhere in the 
world 


were white women moro wedded to 
the idea that the home was woman's 
sphere than in Germany previous to 
the war. "Home, Children and 
Church," was the holy trinity which 
they worshiped. But now they have 
been told that it is their duty to play 
their part in the war no less than 
the men. This is a great source of 
national inspiration. 
The young 


soldier knows that a large part of 
his equipment is made by German 
women, perhaps by his own sweet- 
heart. 
The following figures show 


how true this is: 1F> per cent of those 
employed iu making harness, and in 
other leather goods for the army, 
are women. The number of women 
making 1ciHs, haversacks and other 
canvas equipment is 50 per cent. 
Women form 33 per cent of those 
engaged in {arming and rural pur- 
suits. In the making of surgical in- 
struments the percentage is 35, and 
in the making of field glasses it is 
20. There are 75 per cent o£ wom- 
en in the factories employed exclu- 
sively in making preserved food for 
the army, and the same proportion 
in the textile factories turning out 
uniforms. 
Even in the 
manufac- 


ture of tobacco, which has played a 
large part in the war, there is 70 
per cent of femalo labor. It would 


have taken a very groat many years 
ot agitation by those who believe in 
opening up 
industry to women u> 


have arrived ai anything like such 
results. 


lu this department as in many an- 


other the war has hurried the na- 
tions on willy-nilly into doing things 
which at. other times was scarcely 
thinkable. 
Indeed, it. may not un- 


fairly be claimed that the war has 
driven them many leagues towards 
something in the nature ot social- 
ism, and it. is certain they will nev- 
er he able entirely to undo what has 
been done. How far this socialism 
may he regarded as the genuine ar- 
ticle of the labor propagandists is a 
matter of dispute amongst laboring 
men themselves, but they will cer- 
tainly try their hardest to turn it to 
their own uses. 


BECOMING 
ACCUSTOMED TO IT. 


When a thing has once been done 


those who want to do it. again are 
provided with a very powerful argu- 
ment. In England, especially, when 


people arc once used to tho sight of 
a Uiing, more than half the battle is 
won. 
At home they now sec a lew 


women tram conductors, train at- 
tendants, and agricultural workers; 
and ihe large numbers who are on 
the Continent often find women in 
these capacities are the exception 
rather than the rule. In many de- 
partments of industry the opposi- 
tion of the trade unions has been 
one of the principal hindrance io 
the employment of women. Straws 
show which way the wind blows, and 
it may not be without significance 
that the National Union of Railway- 
men, which hitherto refused io ad- 
mit women 
members, opened its 


doors to them at its last meeting. 


Thus, vast changes, for good and 


for evil alike, may be expected 10 re- 
sult, from the Avar, but oven of ihe 
best which may happen we cannot 
but say that it would have been bet- 
ter had it come about in the ordi- 
nary course of social evolution rath- 
er than been forced upon us by 
necessity. Could anything have sav- 
ed Europe from tho war, with all its 


present horrors and its ultimate 
possibilities of good and evil? It had 
become almost inevitable during the 
lasi 
few years, though doubtless 


there were forces which would have 
prevented it had diplomacy been 
able to postpone it a few more 
years. If anything could have sup- 
plied the missing link in the chain 
of salvation the inimitable tactful- 
ness of the late King Edward would 
have done so. On one of the gev- 
eral previous occasions when the 
war 
clouds lowered darkly over 


the nations he hurried to Berlin, and 
the trouble was forgotten in festive 
manifestations of good will. His 
Majesty, however, was in bad health 
at the 
time, 
and before another 


crisis he was no more. 


Then came the great Pankhurst 


riots where determined women de- 
manded the ballot, and gave the gov- 
ernment various violent demonstra- 
tions of its desire for suffrage. 


Now the riots 
have ceased th« 


women have quit their struggle for 
the vote and at least this muck 
tranquility pervades England.

The farmers of Allen county as well as 


Burroundlng 
counties are 
hoping 
and 


praying for at least one week of dry warm 
weather. They state that If the weather 
which this part of the country- has ex- 
perienced during this harvest season keeps 
on the corn crop will be very poor. The 
cold, damp weather has allowed all the 
nourishment to be used In the building of 
the stalk and In order for the ear to de- 
velop nicely warm or even hot weather is 
necessary. 


Some farmers also assert that the corn 


crop will be poor as It Is since the inces- 
sant rains which were predominant while 
the corn was in bloom knocked off all tne 
blossoms and only a few were caught by 
the silks, making It Impossible for grains 
to form on the ears. As a result they 
Btate that the ears of corn are only half 
filled. Another argument they present In 
asserting that the crop will be poor is 
that corn got a late start and It will not 
have time to ripen before frosts this fall. 


Eleven loads of new oats appeared on 


the streets Monday morning and prices 
ranged from 35 to 45 cents a bushel 
Dealers in grain state that one load o\tt 
of about even- five is good while the, 
' 
other four are of very poor quality. The 
city scale master weighed sixteen loads 
of "hay and states that farmers received 
from Jll to 514 a. ton. One load of corn 
brought the owner 90 cents a 
bushel 


while one load of old oats was sold for 
sixty cents a bushel.
